unconcern, and 


is she dismisses one "cleaned" 
youngster with a cuff, stretches out 
her hand for the next one's tail or 
leg in the most business-like and 
serious manner 
possible.

ATLANTA, OA., December 1.—The 


greatest political sensation that has 
shaken Georgia tor many years was de- 
veloped this morning, when the impor- 
tant fact was discovered that the elec- 
toral vote oi Georgia couid not be cast 
legally. 
It is the sensation of the 


whole State, for it haa been telegraphed 
to all {the State papers. Section 135 
of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States provides that the electoral vote 
of each State shall be cast the firsi 
Wednesday in December after a general 
election for President and Vice Presi 
dent. Section 2,312, code of Georgia, 
of 1873, provides that the 
Electors 


shall meet the first Monday in Decem- 
ber after a general election, to cast 
their vote on the Wednesday thereater! 
for President and Vice President. 
It 


so happens ahat this year the firs 
Wednesday in December comes before 
the first Monday. The proclamation o 
the Governor docs not call the Elec- 
tors together hero until next Monday. 
To-day was the first Wednesday. The 
electoral vote of the State should hav< 
been cast to-day. 
Governor (Jolquit 


says he can not help it; he acted ac- 
cording to the laws of the State. It is 
thought the Electors will meet here on 
Monday, and on Wednesday cast the 
vote of the State for Hancock, but 
whether it will be counted or not is 
another question. A bill was immedi- 
ately introduced in the Senate ot the 
Georgia Legislature to amend the sec- 
tion of the code so as to make the meet- 
ing of electors on Monday before the 
first Wednesday io December, but as 
the Legislature adjourns ncit^Saturday 
until the first Wednesday of next -Inly 
the bill cannot be passed.

the reorganization of the 


Court, and the President will call the 
attention of Congress to the immediate 
necessity of some action in the premis 
es. The Chief Justice and associates 
are not favorable to the proposition to 
increase the number of judges to thir- 
teen, and dividing the business into 
different classes. They rather favor 
the idea of increasing the number of 
Circuit Judges and limiting the appel- 
atc cases to such sums as will relieve 
the Court of at least one-half the pres- 
ent business. 


BALTIMORE, MD., December 1. — The 


committee of the Corn jand Flour Ex- 
change held another conference to-day 
with the officials of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad in regard to the advanced 
rates for storage in the elevators of that 
railroad company. 


W. Young, Chairman of the commit- 


tee, report to the Exchange that noth- 
ing definite was accomplished, but the 
conference was conciliatory. He said 
the railroad company proposed not to 
advance the rate of storage if the hold- 
ers of the grain in the elevators would 
remove it to other places of storage, 
the company agreeing to put the grain 
in barges and receive it again in eleva- 
tors without additional charge ; also 
that the railroad company would tow 
the barges to new places of storage and 
back to the elevators without charge. 
The company desired the grain to be 
reduced to the working capacity of -their 
elevators, so that their business wHl not 
suffer from the [obstruction. They also 
propose to deliver grain from cars into 
barges. 


Mr. Fisher, of the committee, said the 


proposition was a fair one, and the cost 
to a holder of the grain in storing it 
elsewhere would not exceed 2 1-15 
cents for the first month and" not more 
than 1 cent per month after the lirst 
month. 


Without further action, the commit- 


tee was continued, and the meeting ad- 
journed until to-morrow. The com- 
mittee and railroad officials, it is be- 
lieved, will secure a mutually satisfac- 
tory termination of the difficulty.
